, The annual report of the resolutions 
committee of the chamber. which re- 
port. is considered the annual an- 
nouncement of the policy of the cham- 
ber, contained recommendations affect- 
ing commercial avaition, taxation, Fed- 
eral legislation. the American merchant 
marine and other economic factors. A 
summary of the report is as follows: 

Elimination of the war excise taxes 
on particular business, repeal of the 
estate tax and a reduction of the cor- 
poration tncome tax to not more than 
10 per cent. 


Tax Changes Sought. 


Segregation and codification of the 
administrative provisions relative to in- 
ternal revenue taxation and a general 
improvement in the administration of 
the income tax. 

Enactment by all State legislatures ot 
laws exempting intangible persona! 
property of nonresident decedents from 
taxation in order to remove the prob- 
lems of excessive delays and annoyances 

Enactment of Federal legislation mak- 
ing definite provision for the placing 
of all essential services of the American 
merchant marine in responsible private 
hands on a basis to assure permanency 
of operation and modernization and re- 
placement of veescis through private en- 
terprise, and the establishment and 
maintenance of the shipping service 
needed in the interest of American com- 
merce and national defense through 
mail and cargo contracts. 


Opposes Government Insurance. 


The report of the committee also 
placed the chamber on record as op- 
posed to the entry of the Government 
into the marine insurance business, 
whether for the purpose of insuring the 
Government's equity in vessels sold to 
private parties or otherwise. 

In order that industrfal enterprise 
may in times of peace become familiar 
with munitions manufacture and be 
prepared to do its part in war produc- 
tions the chamber recommended that 
the national defense act should be so 
amended as to permit the Secretary of 
War to place with industries orders of 
an educational character for equipment, 
munitions and accessories:

The committee reaffirmed the policy 
of the chamber in resommending addi-

tries. 

The need of State legislation dealing 
with aviation, which is intra-State in 
character, in order that all particular 
standards for aviation may be uniform 
throughout the United States, also was 
recommended.

Capper Measure, Changing 
Payments of Antitax, Fa- 
vorably Reported. 


OTHER EXTENDS STREETS 


The Senate District committee favor- 
ably reported two bills yesterday, the 
Capper bill requiring motorists to pay 
the personal taxes on their automobiles 
before applying for registration cards, 
and the Bruce bill authorizing the ex- 


tension of Rourteenth street through 
the Walter Reed Hospital grounds. 

The Capper bill also changes the 
time for paying taxes. It provides that 
returns on all property, with the ex- 
ception of automobiles, shall be paid in 
July when the assessment is levied, 
and that returns made in March shall 
stand for the following fiscal year. 

On the motion of Senator Vanden- 
berg (Republicah), of Michigan, the 
committee eliminated a so-called 
“snoopers section” from the bill. Un- 
der this section, which was recom- 
mended by the Bureau of Efficiency. 
the assessor could examine the books 
and records of mercantile agencies 
suspected of failing to pay a fair tax. 

Senator Vandenberg felt that a sec- 
tion authorizing the District authori- 
ties to call upon the District Supreme 
Court to compel owners to swear to 
the true value of their property would 
take oare of the problem. Senators 
Capper (Republican), of Kansas, and 
Blaine (Republican), of Wisconsin. 
agreed with him. 

At present the tax on automobiles 
is paid along with the tax on other 
personal property. Tax Assessor Will- 
iam P. Richards told ‘the committee 
last week that approximately $70,000 
in automobile taxes were lost to the 
District every year. 

The bill to extend Fourteenth street 
through the Walter eed grounds was 
approved after its author, Senator 
Bruce (Democrat), of Maryland, had 
pointed out the need of such exten- 
sion. The measure has been pending 
for a number of years, but until now 
has been strenuously opposed by the 
Walter Reed authorities. 

Senator Blaine, who is chairman of 
the subcommittee on insurance, an- 
nounced that he was ready to make a 
report on the bill to provide a new 
insurance code for the District. It 1s 
probable that the committee will take 
up the measure some ¢ y next week

The anonymity of the advertisoment 
was dispelled last night, and behind the 
initials were found John Henry de Si- 
bour, widely known architect, and Flem- 
ing Newbold, equally widely known 
newspaper executive, Damon and Py- 
thias of many a hard fought battle of 
the bunkers and the greens.

Shanghai, May 11 (A.P:).—Mrs Will- 
jam I. Hobart, of the American Metho- 
dist mission at Taianfu, near Tsinan, 
was killed on April 29 by a bullet fired 
through a small window in her bed- 
room from an., opposite wall during 
fighting between the Nationalists and 
Northerners. 

Details of Mrs. Hobart’s death were 
received at the loqal headquarters of 
the mission today in a letter from 
Kiatainfu written dn May 3 by Miss 
Helen Stumley, a member of the mis- 
sion. 

Miss Stumley wrote: 

“The killing oceurred on April 29, 
after the Nationalists had arrived and | 
fighting was proceeding.

Mrs. Hobart left 
the sitting room where she had been 
reading and went to a bedroom which 
has a small window facing the City 
Hall.

Drys Want Democratic Plat- 
form So Phrased They Can 
Support Smith.

Statement From Norbeck 
Says Hoover Can Not Carry 
Agricultural States. 


By ALBERT W. FOX 


A change of tactics, if not of policy, 
On the part of Democratic leaders in 
the solid South promises to eliminate 
the wet and dry issue as a disturbing 
factor at the coming Houston conven- 
' tion. Alarmed over newspaper editc- 
Tial suggestions that Governor Smith 
favor a wet plank in the Democratic 
platform, these Southern drys, includ- 
ing-Josephus Daniels, formerly mem- 
ber of Woodrow Wilson's cabinet, have 
taken immediate steps to concentrate 
their fire against any such possibility. 

The campaign of the Southern drys, 
with its renewed vigor, is not dirécted 
against Governor Smith and it may be 
added that the dry leaders concede that 
Smith will in all probability be the 
party’s nominee and that they want to 
be in a position to support him in No- 
vember. But all this is based on the 
general assumption in the dry States 
of the South that there will be no wet 
or even moist plank in the Democratic 
platform. 

Mr. Daniels has been in conference 
here with Senator Walsh, of Montana, 
Representative Cordell Hull, Senator 
Simmons and others and the .views 
generally expressed harmonize with 
those entertained by men like Jesse 
H. Jones, of Texas; Senator Pat Harri- 
son of the dry State of Mississippi, 
end others who are expected to sup- 
port the Democratic standard bearer 
without feeling that the dry cause is 
to suffer as a consequence. 


Hold Smith Would Enforce Law. 


The amazing support which Gov. 
Smith has had in bone-dry States like 
Iowa, Oklahoma and Arkansas is 
based on the assumption that the gov- 
ernor is the type who would live up 
to his oath ta execute the law irrespec- 
tive of all other considerations and 
that, consequently, there might be 
even better enforcement under a man 
of Smith’s proven record than would 
be the case under indifferent or inca- 
pable enforcement in the hands of a 
professed dry. 

But in the midst of this expressed 
confidence in Smith ability and deter- 
mination to enforce all laws, the New 
York World and the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, two of the Democratic pa- 
pers, have come forward with editorial 
suggestions to Gov. Smith that he 
favor a wet plank in the Democratic 
platform. Friends of the Governor as- 
sert that there is no likelihood of 
Smith’s heeding any such advice and 
they furthermore declare that the plat- 
form committee and not the governor 
will have this matter in charge and will 
naturally avoid including a plank which 
would embarrass the thousands of drys 
who have already rallied to Smith's 
banner. 

Southern Drys Apprehensive.

Daniels and others who apparently now 
feel that their efforts should be con- 
centrated against any move for a wet 
plank. There appears to be little doubt 
that a wet plank in the Democratic 
platform would bring the most serious 
consequences to Democratic harmony. 
no matter who the Houston nominee 
might be. Not only would. there be 
disruption at the Houston convention, 
it is declared, but there would be a 
split in Democratic ranks during the 
critical weeks leading up to election day 
in November. 

Gov. Smith has not discussed his re- 
action to the advocacy of a wet plank 
any more than he has been willing to 
comment publicly at this time on 
many and varied vote-catching sug- 
gestions from other sources. But. it is 
understood that the governor's atti- 
tude on the prohipition question from 
a national standpoint has not changed 
since last November when | talked 
with him about this and other ques- 
tions at Albany. The outline on the 
prohibition issue, as it appeared in the 
Post, on November 28, last was as fol- 
lows: 


Smith’s Prohibition Stand. 


“Gov. Smith’s attitude on. prohibi- 
tion is easily defined. He regards this 
as a matter for the legislative and not 
the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment. The former makes the laws and 
the latter has the sacred duty of en- 
forcing such laws as are put upon the 
statute books. Not only does the gov- 
ernor’s record belie the suggestion that 
he would attempt to usurp powers but 
he is understood to believe that any 
such effort on his part would bring 
instant rebuke and defeat its own 
purpose. 

“For example, Gov. Smith is under- 
stood to believe that President Coolidge 
could not, even if he tried, interfere 
with the laws which Congress decrees 
with respect to prohibition.” 

All eyes in the Republican camp to- 
day will be directed toward Pennsyl- 
vania where the State delegation will 
caucus under the leadership of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon. The 
Hoover supporters are hoping that 
Mellon's attitude may be registered in 
favor of their candidate, which would 
mean the most important step so far In 
the progress of Hoover toward the 
nomination at Kansas City. 


Northwest Attacks Hoover. 


Meanwhile further attacks from Re- 
publican senators identified with the 
agricultural interests weré directed 
yesterday against the Hoover candidacy. 

Senator Norbeck (Republican), of 
South Dakota, again made public state- 
ments stressing the idea that Smith 
would defeat Hoover in the agricultural 
States. Norbeck made public the fol- 
lowing:

Measure Providing Three- 
Quarters Pay for Disabled 
Goes to President. 


SUBSTITUTE IS REJECTED 


Without a record vote and without a 
change, the House late yesterday passed 
the Senate Tyson-Fitzgerald bill to re- 
tire with three-quarters pay emergency 
officers of the World war who are 30 
per cent permanently. disabled The 
measure now goes to the President. 

Passage of the measure came after 
the House had rejected by a vote of 
145 to 81 a move to send the bill back 
ty the House veterans committee for 
further study. It also refused, without 
a record vote, a move by Chairman 
Johnson, of that committee, to substi- 
tute another bill which he said would 
cure defects he described as existing in 
the Tyson-Fitzgerald measure and 
which he predicted wouid bring a pres- 
iclential veto. 

Previously it also had declined a pro- 
pusal of Representative McClintic (Dem- 
ocrat), Oklahoma, to withhold retire- 
ment of the emergency officers under 
the measure until the compensation of 
enlisted men,had been raisd to $75 a 
month for 30 per cent permanent disa- 
bility. 

The bill will cost the Government an 
additional $2,294,265 annually and will 
benefit 3,251 disabled emergency of- 
ficers. 

Passage came after the House had 
spent two days in wrestling with the 
proposal in debate, which found former 
soldiers of the World War at decided 
odds on the merits of the measure. 

Reported to the House by a margin 
of one vote in committee, the legisla- 
tion faced fire from.both sides of the 
House, with its opponents charging that 
it discriminated against enlisted vet- 
erans of the World War. Proponents of 
the bill claimed it was the fulfillment 
of a promise by the Government that 
the emergency officefs would be treated 
in the same manner as the officers of 
the regular Army. The regular Army 
Officers already have been retired, they 
contended.

After looking into the publicity ac- 
tivities of wtility organizations in Ohio, 
Florida and Georgia for three days, the 
Federal Trade Commission yesterday 
recessed its utility financing investiga- 
tion until Tuesday, when witnesses 
from Iowa and Nebraska utility organi- 
zations are to testify.

NYE ASKS SMITH AID 
IN BLACKMER CASE 


Wants to Know if Indictment 
Can Be Returned tn 
New York. 


(Associated Press.) 


Chairman Nye, of the Senate Teapot 
Dome committee, wrote to Gov. Smith 
of New York yesterday asking whether 
H. M. Blackmer, former chairman of 
the board of the Midwest Refining Co., 
could be indicted under the New York 
law for his failure to make an account- 
ing to his company for his share of the 
profits of the Continental Trading Co.

Humphreys, of Colorado, for the pur- 
chase of 33,000,000 barrels of oil from 
his Texas fields and sold it to the 
Prarie Ot] & Gas Co. and the Sinclair 
Crude Oil Purchasing Co. through the 
Continental concern.

GOVERNMENT AIDS EMPLOYMENT. 


Secretary of Labor Vavis did the country a 
decided service in clearing the air of rumor and 
‘estimate’ regarding the unemployment situa- 
tion and in bringing the actual extent of un- 
employment down to,a basis of fact. Secretary 
Davis said in his report to the Senate that to 
make a literal count of the jobless would re- 
quire a national census. Obviously this is im- 
possible. Even if the country. cared 
the expense of such an undertaking the 
when counted would be valueless. By the 
the count had been taken the situation 
have changed utterly. Such a survey as the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics is able to make, in 
being reasonably accurate, is all the guide that

Nearly all were greatly exaggerated, 
when sincerely put forth they did much harm. 
Those who sought to make political capital of 
false estimates did even greater harm, as Secre- 
tary Davis has already said. One way to add 
to unemployment is to alarm employers over 
the unemployment situation. Secretary Davis’ 
talk over the radio will do mucb to remove this 
alarm and restore confidence, 

Meanwhile the natural course of events is 
slowly improving the plight of the unemployed. 
The advancing season plays its part in opening 
farm work.and in facilitating greater activity 
in the building and other outdoor occupations. 
Prominent among the agencies tending to in- 
crease the opportunities for employment, es- 
pecially in the field of “common labor,” are the 
Government’s extensive building and construc- 
tion plans. These are being pushed with es- 
pecial vigor pupposely to aid in the relief of 
unemployment. It is the first time in the 
history of the Government that its building 
operations have been expedited for the sake 
of taking up the slack in employment of labor. 

Those, however, who urge that Government 
building programs should always be held in 
reserve for periods of slack employment have 
something to keep in mind. Government op- 
erations help to swell the Nation’s activities 
and prosperity in good times and bad. In 
periods of recession it may be well to enlarge 
and accelerate the Government’s undertakings. 
but these undertakings are too important a 
factor in the Nation’s business to be neglected, 
even when there is no unemployment. 


CIVILIAN AIR ACCIDENTS. 


of Commerce is required “to investigate, 
record and make public the causes of accidents 
in civil air navigation in the United States.” 
Prior to enactment of the act no agency was 
engaged in such work. Comparisons, there- 
fore, are not yet possible, but the official com- 
pilation of air accidents and their causes 
during the calendar year 1927, just made 
public, is interesting. 

During the year there occurred 200 acci- 
dents in which 164 persons lost their lives and 
149 were injured. Airplanes to the number 
of 167 gvere damaged beyond practicability of 
repair. 
minor accidents of which cognizance was not 
taken in compilation of the record. Consider- 
ing the fact that flying is a comparatively in- 
fant art and that during 1927 aviation became 
outstandingly popular overnight, which in- 
evitably resulted in numerous individuals tak- 
ing to the air without adequate training, the 
number of crashes, injuries and fatalities does 
not appear large. 

Further light on the safety of flying under 
proper safeguards is shown by the, fact that of 
all accidents but 17% per cent involved 
licensed pilots and but 17 per cent involved 
licensed planes. But 22 passengers were killed 
in licensed planes, whereas 77 met death in 
ships that had not been licensed by the De- 
partment of Commerce.

These figures emphasize the fact that 
planes flying on regular schedule over charted 
routes are making a record for safety ¢com- 
parable to that of any other transportation 
agency. Furthermore, they show that the un- 
licensed plane in the hands of an unlicensed 
pilot is much more dangerous than the plane 
regularly inspected by the department and 
flown by a pilot whose ability and recgrd were 
such as to command a license. The year 1928 
probably will produce a better record, for 
aviation experience and improved equipment!

States. He was also the favorite son of 
the South. The tariff bill was up for 
discussion. Van Buren was a rival of 
Calhoun, looking to the Presidency him- 
self. There was already a high tariff on 
woollens, but not high enough to suit 
some of the radical protectionists. Van 
Buren managed to have an amendment 
proposed largely increasing the duty. 

This was not enough for the scheming 
statesman from Kinderhook. To let it 
be adopted or rejected by a senatorial 
vote would not accomplish his purpose. 
so he manipulated matters to secure a 
tie. If Calhoun voted against the 
amendment it was calculated that he 
would lose prestige in Pennsylvania and 
other Northern tSates, thus putting him 
out of the way for President. If he 
voted for the amendment it would kill

The plan the town-follows is some- 
times Known as the “Shorewood plan.” 
It consists essentially of three parts. 

1. Isolating first and diagnosing after- 


2. Placarding on suspicion. 

These two provisions mean _ that 
whenever a child has any symptom that 
causes the mother, the teacher or any 
one else to suspect that the child has 
contagion, the policy is that the parent 
or teacher separates the child at once 
from other children. As soon as pos- 
sible the ailing child 1s sent home and 
the health department is notified. The 
health department goes at once to the 
home and puts up a card reading: 
“Measles suspected,” or smallpox, diph- 
theria, influenza, or whatever seems 
probable. The first quarantine is con- 
tinued until the diagnosis is made and 
then the card is changed to one reading 
“measles,” “small pox,” “diphtheria” or 
“influenza,” as the case may be. In no 
case do they\ wait for a diagnosis before 
isolating the child and quarantining 
the premises. 

3. This feature consists in “substitute 
ing in large part educational propa- 
ganda for the exercise of police power.”

Hagen today won his third 

open golf championship 

with % 2-hole score, of 292, coming 

through with what the British call “a 

Hagen finish.” The American golfer 

scored two 72s on his last two rounds, 

taking the lead in the morning and 
holding it to the end. 

He was followed home by Gene Sara- 
zen, another pro from the United States, 
who needed only 294 for his 72 holes, 
73 in the morning and the same score in 
the afternoon. Archie Compston, Brit- 
ish leader, also finished with a pair of 
73s for a score of 295 to take third place 

The other two Americans remaining 
in the competition to the bitter end 
also finished “in the money.” Jim 
Barnes going into a tie for sixth and 
Bill Mehlhorn finishing ninth. 

The Prince of Wales put the seal of 
royalty on Hagen’s artistry as he 
handed him the famous trophy which 
was won by Bobby Jones last year and 
the year before, and with Hagen’s vic- 
tory today has been in the hands of 
golfers from the United States in seven 
of the last eight years. 

“I congratulate that fine sportsman, 
Walter Hagen,” said the prince in pre- 
senting the cup. 


Winning today as dramatically as 
he lost a special match to Archie 
Compston two weeks ago by the 
one-sided score of 18 up and 17 to 
play, Hagen effectively’ silenced 
stories that his defeat by the giant 
Compston marked the beginning of 
his decline as a player in important 
competitions. 


Hagen’s victory gives him the sensa- 
tional record of three victories, one sec- 
ond and one third in the British classic 
since 1922, when he won for the first 
time over this same Royal St. George's 
course. 

Three strokes behind Jose Jurado, the 
Argentine, this morning Hagen went out 
steadily and confidently to play him- 
self into the lead by a stroke at the end 
of the third round and a two-stroke 
lead when all the returns were in. 

The bronzed, boyish, almost cherubic 
Sarazen was the last threat. Jurado, 4
